Resume 

The writer described two new Theridiid spiders in ACTA ARACHNOLOGICA 
Vol. XV, No.l, 1957, under the new genera Argyria and Spheropistha, but later, 
according to an indication from Dr. H. W. Levi, he has noticed that the generic 
name Argyria has already been preoccupied in Lepidoptera. Consequently, acce¬ 
ding to Article 35 of the Rules of Zoological Nomenclature, the generic name 
Argyria has to be rejected. Therefore, as substitute for Argyria, the writer wishes 
to use the new generic name Argyroaster.
